THE HINDU LAW OF PARTITION, INHERITANCE, AND 
ADOPTION.—Tagore Law Lectures, 1884. Outlines of a 
History of the Hindu Law of Partition, Inheritance, and 
Adoption. By T. Jolly, Ph.D., Professor of Sanskrit and 
Comparative Philology in the University of Wiirzburg, Tagore 
Professor of Law. (‘Thacker, Spink & Co., Calcutta, 1885. )— 
Prof. Biihler writes in the “Indian Antiquary:’”—‘ Though 
the Tagore Lectures of former years have furnished very 
valuable contributions to our knowledge of the Hindu law, it 
is undeniable that Professor Jolly’s volume, which is equally 
instructive for the practical lawyer and for the general student 
of Sanskrit, far surpasses the earlier ones in importance. It 
is indeed an attempt, and the first, to trace in a comprehen- 
sive manner the historical development of some of the most 
interesting topics of the Hindu law.’”—Mr. Justice Scott, of 
the High Court, Bombay, writes that he has had occasion to 
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use this volume of lectures, and has found it very useful, as 
Professor Jolly has succeeded in evolving distinct principles 
from the original sources of Indian Law.—The first lecture 
contains an account of the early Commentaries on Manu and 
other Commentaries and Digests of Law, and general remarks 
on the rise of the principal schools of Law and the general 
character of the medisval law-books of India. The second 
lecture discusses the original of the principal Smritis, includ- 
ing the Code of Manu, and lecture three gives an account of 
the minor Smritis and of the fragments of lost law books. 
The following lectures contain a detailed account of the law 
of Partition, Adoption, and Inheritance, as laid down in the 
Smritis, and of the development given to it in the Sanskrit 
treatises of more recent times. The arrangement is as 
follows:—Lecture IV. The Hindu Family System according 
to the Smritis, V. The Early Law of Partition. VI. The 
Modern Law of Partition. VII. The Law of Adoption, his- 
torically considered. VIIT. Unobstructed Inheritance. IX, 
Obstructed Inheritance. X. The History of Female Property. 
XI. Succession to Female Property. XII. Exclusion from 
Inheritance. A Sanskrit appendix contains those texts from 
unpublished Sanskrit treatises which have been translated in 
the body of the work. Another Appendix deals with the 
relation between the Burmese and Hindu law-books. A third 
Appendix contains a selection of untranslated texts on the 
law of Adoption. The general index is very copious. 


THE PANJAB UNIVERSITY.—The example set by Sir 
Charles Aitchison, the Chancellor of the Panjab University, 
in instituting an exhaustive enquiry into the alleged diversion 
of certain of the University funds, may be commended to the 
notice of other institutions throughout India, the endowments 
of which are not rigidly applied in accordance with the 
original intention of the founders. The Panjab University 
was founded by means of private endowments received on 
certain conditions, either expressed or implied. It is, there- 
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fore, in the best interests of the University that the present 
enquiry should be made, if only to assure donors that these 
conditions are being complied with. We understand that the 
officers responsible for the conduct of the University are sup- 
posed to have exceeded the expenditure sanctioned by the 
Senate; and,in order to make good the deficit, to have applied to 
purposes for which they were not intended certain trust funds 
granted to the University for objects specified by the donors, 
Itisalso held that the letter and spirit of other trusts have been 
violated by making general certain examinations specially 
instituted for the teaching of the Baids, or the literary class 
amongst Sikhs. This latter charge formed part of a wider 
indictment of an attempt to dissociate from the University 
its character of an institution mainly intended for the pro- 
motion of Oriental studies in connection with modern scientific 
pursuits. We cannot enter upon these charges in detail, but 
it may be of advantage to state in outline the nature of the 
difficulties which are agitating the University, and more 
particularly to explain the/most important point, the character 
of the misapplication of certain of the trust funds. These 
misapplications took place during the year 1883-84, and it is 
necessary to point out that during those years the permanent 
Registrar of the University, Dr. G. W. Leitner, was at home 
on leave. The sum of money involved amounts to Rs. 10,117. 
At least this is what we gather from the Auditor’s Report 
for 1884, published in the Panjab Government Gazette, where 
we also find the permanent Registrar urging the restoration 
‘‘first of all of the specific trusts that have been spent to 
their proper objects.” These specific trusts consisted of certain 
sums of money with which the University had been endowed 
by native gentlemen for certain specific purposes, but which 
were applied to meet its current expenses. Not only were 
the donors left without information as to the use to which 
their gifts were to be put, but the Senate of the University 
was apparently in all of these cases also left in the dark, 
and only discovered many months later what had been done. 
Among the present complainants are the two donors whose 
gifts for specific purposes amount to nearly the whole of the 
misspent trusts, and Sir Lepel Griffin, one of the founders of 
the Panjab University, in whose honour one of the University 
medals was founded. The second charge touches certain 
Sikh endowments for the teaching and maintenance of Baids 
who had passed certain examinations in their own literature. 
These examinations have been abolished, in spite of the 
protest of the Sikh community of the Panjab, and other 
examinations have been instituted in their place, coupled 
with conditions of admission to them which render it im- 
possible for the Baids to derive the expected benefit from 
them. Accordingly we find that in the report published in the 
Panjab Government Gazette great stress is laid on the restora- 
tion of these examinations and on ‘“‘the faithful adhesion 
to the original principles of the University movement.” The 
charges and complaints here noted have been enquired into 
by a committee, but the Committee can hardly be pronounced 
a success—including, as it did, the officers who were re- 
sponsible for the changes in question. The members quarrelled 
among themselves, until one after another they resigned, so 
that at last only three were left out of the original seven. 
Instead of elucidating the financial affairs of the University, 
the Committee seem rather to have made confusion worse 
confounded. Meanwhile this state of affairs threatens to 
have avery unfortunate effect on the welfare of the University. 
It is believed that native gentlemen who were thinking of 
making over funds to the institution have been deterred from 
so doing by the fear that they will have little security for 
their endowments being properly applied. They also feel, 
no doubt, that there is an obvious tendency in official quarters 
to anglicise the institutions, and, rightly or wrongly, they 
disapprove of the direction in which influences are working. 
To restore confidence it is highly desirable that in the first 
place an independent enquiry should be made into the 
financial stability of the University, of which no doubts are 
entertained. ‘T'o give satisfaction to the public the investiga- 
tion must be conducted by persons in no way connected with 
the University, or with the official system which supports the 
proceedings now complained of. The non-official element in 
the Panjab is large enough to furnish the materials for such 
a committee, and Sir Charles Aitchison could find no better 
means of carrying out the thorough enquiry which he has 
endeavoured to institute than by appointing a Committee of 
non-official gentlemen, Huropean and native. The fate of 
the old Committee is a warning; and unless the matter is 
dealt with in an open, independent manner, the results will 
probably be more disastrous to the University than might 
appear from a consideration of the immediate issue of the 
controversy.—I'rom the Englishman’s Overland Mail, Oct. 6,

THE MS. OF MR, REDHOUSE’S TURKISH THESAURUS. 
—Mr. J. W. Redhouse has lately presented to the Trustees 
of the British Museum the manuscript of his Arabic, Persian, 
and Turkish Thesaurus. This work, the most comprehensive 
of the kind ever attempted, embodies the results of twenty 
years’ unremitting labour. its magnitude may be estimated 
from the fact that, although extending only from alif to the 
end of the letter sim (the author’s advancing years un- 
fortunately preventing its completion), it fills ten folio 
volumes of enormous size, and contains more than 84,000 
words. The list of authorities includes not only all the 
printed lexicons, native or Huropean, but also a large number 
of rare manuscript works of the same class. With character- 
istic modesty Mr. Redhouse hopes that ‘‘it may prove 
useful to young Oriental students in various ways, partly as 
an inducement to do better, and partly as a warning against 
attempting too much.” —From the Atheneum, Oct. 31, 1885. 


MSS. IN THE SULTAN’S LIBRARY, CONSTANTINOPLE. 
—Mr. T. C. Robinson writes to The Times, Dec. 8th, as 
follows :—‘* Another of these Kiosks, an octagonal dome- 
shaped building of no great size, contains the Sultan’s ancient 
library, and here there remains to notice a yet somewhat 
unsolved mystery. Perhaps the books, some 2000 or 3000 in 
number, all in manuscript, have been critically examined by 
competent authorities, perhaps not. I could get no certain 
information on ths point. It is said, at any rate, that some 
40 or 50 manuscripts from the library of Matthias Corvinus 
are still among them. The dumb-looking tomes are all 
enveloped in outer leather cases, and they are arranged in 
vertical piles one upon another, not in horizontal rows. 
Once upon a time this room full of books was the cynosure of 
all the learned men in the world, for there was a rooted 
belief that this was the veritable library of the old Byzantine 
Emperors, which had escaped the destruction of all things 
precious and beautiful at the taking of Constantinople. Here, 
if anywhere, it was supposed, were the inedited Classics of 
Greece and Rome, complete and all eloquent, ready to burst 
their very bindings with desire to speak again to the modern 
world. The lLorenzos and Politians, the Bembos and 
Scaligeri fretted and fumed and yearned to solve this mystery, 
but in their days no Christian footsteps could enter these 
precincts. Hven Louis of France, the great be-periwigged, 
and his forty immortals failed ignominiously when they tried 
200 years ago to get access to these renowned books, I fear, 
however, all this was but a brightly-tinted bubble which 
swelled till it burst, or perhaps it may have lasted till some 
mere peripatetic book-hunter pricked it furtively in our own 
time, for it is now, at least, understood that there are no 
inedited classic manuscripts in the Sultan’s library, nor any 
remains of the old Byzantine Palace books. Probably there 
are well informed book-lovers who could let us know what 
there really is of value in this famousrepository. For myself, 
I saw the outer husks and bindings only.” 


INDIAN NOTES AND QUERIES.—This is a periodical 
which Captain R. C. Temple, F.R.G.S., M.R.A.S., etc., 
contemplates issuing as a successor to ‘‘ Punjab Notes and 
Queries,” the great and unexpected success of which has en- 
couraged him to extend its sphere of usefulness to all India, 
including the countries connected therewith, under the title 
of ‘‘Indian Notes and Queries.”” The new venture, the first 
Number of which it is hoped will appear by lst April, 1886, 
will be conducted on precisely the same lines as the old one, 
and the objects will be :—(1.) To collect systematically scraps 
of information regarding the country and the people, which 
are otherwise likely to be lost as too trivial for the more 
serious journals, or to be worked up into set articles. (2.) 
To be a medium of intercommunication within its scope for 
officials and literary men in India. (8.) To gather together 
those minute details which are so necessary for the building 
up of useful generalisations on the structure of society in 
modern India, and for the proper explanation of the existence 
and forms of modern institutions, customs, and beliefs. The 
methods will be to admit:—(1.) Notes and short articles, 
questions, and answers to those questions, on all points con- 
nected with the physical geography, ancient and modern 
topography, antiquities, history, flora, fauna, and products of 
India; with its people, their history, distribution, languages, 
religions, castes, customs, trades, and occupations, (2.) Also 
similar notes and queries bearing on any branch whatever of 
practical administration or trade. (8.) Any scrap, however 
trivial or familiar to the writer, and it may be to the editors ; 
as no facts, connected with the country or the people, can be 
too trivial or too familiar to be worth recording. Whatisa 
mere common-place to the Anglo-Indian is often a new 
revelation to the European Scholar; it is most important to 
discover in what other parts of the country a custom known

to be current in one part does or does not prevail; and 
minute local variations of customs constitute valuable ma- 
terial, (4.) Any scrap from any trustworthy printed source, 
or from any observer, however slender his attainments, and 
however humble his sphere in life. (5.) But under no 
circumstances any contribution which can be interpreted 
as in any way criticising the principles followed, the measures 
adopted, or the rules of procedure, laid down by Government. 
Twenty-two editorial offices have been opened in various 
parts of India, to insure that the whole peninsula shall be 
represented. 


SANSKRIT MSS. IN OUDH AND THE NORTH-WEST 
PROVINCES.—We have received catalogues of the Sanskrit 
Manuscripts existing in Oudh, for the years 1882-83, and 
1884, compiled by Pandit Deviparasida, and also catalogue of 
Sanskrit Manuscripts in the North-West provinces, parts 8 
and 9, by Pandit Sudhdkara Divivedi. Both catalogues are 
printed at the Government Press, Allahabad. 


CALCUTTA REVIEW.—The January number will contain 
an article by Mr. Henry Beveridge, B.C.S., contesting some 
important points as to Sir Elijah Impey made by Sir James 
Stephen in his recent ‘‘ Story of Nuncomar.” 


ASIATIC QUARTERLY REVIEW.—The first number of a 
new Quarterly under this title is now ready for the New 
Year, edited by Mr. Demetrius Boulger, the author of “‘ The 
History of China, etc., etc.” It will deal with Asiatic 
questions not from an European point of view, but from a 
strictly Eastern, or perhaps it would be more correct to say 
Anglo-Indian, platform. One of its most useful functions 
will be to sift the wheat from the chaff of the various ramours 

‘and reports which reach this country, at the same time 
watching and noting the phases of any movement which may 
be of consequence. 


THE TAPROBANIAN.—This is the title of a bi-monthly 
journal devoted to the preservation of everything connected 
with the Tamil and Dravidian races. It is called in its second 
title a Dravidian journal of Oriental studies in and around 
Ceylon, in Natural History, Philology, History, etc. It is 
edited by Hugh Nevill, F.Z.S., etc., of the Ceylon Civil 
Service. From the contents of the first number it would 
seem that nothing pertaining to the objects of the journal 
escapes the notice of the editor. In the ‘* Notes and Queries” 
we have myths and natural history, and in the articles 
inscriptions, archeology, linguistics, and ethnology. 


THE WRITERS ON CEYLON.—Mr. W. Ferguson, F.L.S., 
commenced compiling a list of the writers on Ceylon, which 
has been revised and greatly enlarged by Mr. D. W. Ferguson. 
This list appears in Ferguson’s Ceylon Handbook and 
Directory for 1885-6, from which it has been reprinted. It 
is not pretended that this list is complete; but as it is the 
first attempt of the kind, it will be useful for reference, and 
a basis on which a complete list can be founded. Although 
it does not profess to be complete, it is a very full and useful 
one, and a valuable addition to our local bibliographies. It 
contains over 500 names of authors and their books, without 
reckoning the works on Ceylon under the heading anonymous. 


A MADAGASCAR BIBLIOGRAPHY.—A small work under 
the above title, which is now ready, has been in prepara- 
tion for some time past by the Rev. J. Sibree, Jun. 
It includes, as far as possible, the full title and 
particulars of every known publication — whether Book, 
Pamphlet, Paper, or magazine or review Article—on all 
subjects relating to Madagascar and its Inhabitants, 
in the English, French, German, and other European 
languages; and will therefore, we think, be of con- 
siderable service to all who are interested in this country by 
shewing what has already been written with regard to its 
History, Topography, Natural History, Botany, Ethnology, 
Language, and Mission work, and also where all such in- 
formation is to be found. The number of such publications 
is much larger than is generally supposed, those to be given 
in this Bibliography amounting to between 700 and 800. The 
List of Publications already issued in the Malagasy Language 
will also show what has been done up to the present time to 
form a Native Literature; while the List of Maps of 
Madagascar will afford some help in understanding what has 
been already effected in the exploration of this country. The 
work consists of 92 pages, demy 8vo. (the same size as the 
“ Antananarivo Annual’). Orders should be sent to 'I'riibner 
and Co., Ludgate Hill, or to the London Missionary Society 
Printing Office, Imarivolanitra, or the Publishing Sub- 
Committee in Antananarivo, Madagascar. 








INDEX CATALOGUE OF THE LIBRARY OF THE 
SURGEON-GENERAL'S LIBRARY.—This magnificent work, 
which is a monument of bibliographical industry, makes 
good and steady progress. Volume six just issued includes 
7900 author-titles, representing 2543 volumes and 7250 
pamphlets. It also includes 14,590 subject-titles of 
separate books and pamphlets, and 85,290 titles of articles 
in periodicals. As far as published the catalogue contains 
58,886 titles, 32,265 volumes, 47,325 pamphlets, 64,142 book- 
titles, 219,154 journal articles, and 4335 portraits. 


THE HANGCHOW MEDICAL MISSION.—We have before 
us a very interesting report of the work of the Hangchow 
Medical Mission in the Hangchow Hospital under Dr. D, 
Duncan Main, in connection with the Church Missionary 
Society. This report, which is the second annual report that 
has been issued, is for the year 1884. Hangchow, which is 
one of the largest cities of the ‘‘ Middle Kingdom,” is situated 
on the left bank of the Ts’ien tang river, at the entrance of 
the Grand Canal, about 150 miles from Shanghai. It is the 
capital of the province of Chekiang, and is estimated to con- 
tain a million inhabitants, but Dr. Main thinks five hundred 
thousand would be nearer the mark. 


AMERICAN ORIENTAL SOCIETY,—Proceedings at Boston, 
May 6th, 1885.—The Society was called to order in the hall 
of the American Academy, at twenty minutes past ten o’clock 
on Wednesday, May 6th, by the President, Professor W. D. 
Whitney, of Yale College, New Haven, Conn.—The minutes 
of the preceding meeting were read by the Recording Secre- 
tary, Professor Toy, and approved. The general order of 
proceedings was announced. Reports of the retiring officers 
were then presented. The accounts of the Treasurer, Mr. 
Van Name, were referred to Messrs. Dickermanand John A. 
Paine as a Committee of Audit, and found correct.—The 
Librarian, Mr. Van Name, reported that the Society had 
received from the Hon. Eugene Schuyler nine Arabic manu- 
scripts, among them a beautifully written and illuminated 
manuscript of the Koran; from Mr. W. W. Rockhill a copy 
of the ‘‘ Hundred Thousand Songs of Milaraspa,” noticed in 
the Proceedings of the Society for October, 1884; and from 
the French Government the fourth volume of the Bhagavata 
Purana in the series of the ‘Collection Orientale.” The 
other accessions were chiefly the regular exchanges. The 
total accessions amount to nine manuscripts, forty-five printed 
volumes, ninety-seven parts of volumes, and fifty-three pam- 
phlets. The present number of titles in the Society’s library 
is, of printed books, 4296; and of manuscripts, 161.—The

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sentation of communications was finished, a vote of thanks to 
the American Academy for the use of its Library was passed, 
and the Society adjourned, to meet in New York in October. 


REFORM OF THE JAPANESE LANGUAGE.—THE ROMAgJI 
KAI.—We are pleased to be able to introduce to the notice 
of our readers the Romaji Kai, and to inform them that 
if any of them wish to become members, they can do so by 
sending their name and one dollar to Naibu Kanda, or 
Ryokichi Yatabe, honorary secretaries of the Romaji 
Kai, To Kyo, Japan. The object of the Romaji Kai 
(Roman Alphabet Association) is to supersede the cumbrous 
mode of writing the Japanese language with Chinese 
characters or ideographs. We have no doubt that many 
foreigners would like to receive the publications of a 
society with such a laudable object and at the same 
time get an opportunity of studying the structure of the 
Japanese language, and indeed to a considerable extent the 
language itself. The publications of the Society now before 
us consist of a very interesting pamphlet of 28 pages, being a 
‘short statement of the aim and method of the Romaji Kai 
(Roman Alphabet Association of Japan), and the first 
number of the ‘‘ Romaji Zasshi,” a periodical which is in- 
tended to record the doings and progress of the Society.— 
In connection with this subject the following letter from 
the Boston Index may be of interest:—‘“I1t is rather a 
strange fact that the Japanese, while they speak a totally 
different language from the Chinese, and have an un- 
exceptionable alphabet of their own, use the Chinese 
characters extensively in their writing. Although pure 
Chinese is used only in the highest style of Japanese 
literature, yet the largest part of our literary works, which 
are intended for the general reader, are written in a mixture 
of Chinese and ‘Kana’ (or the Japanese alphabet), called 
the ‘Kanamajiri’ style. All our newspapers, for instance, 
are written in this style. In order to understand them 
thoroughly, therefore, we must be acquainted with many 
thousand different Chinese characters, each of them repre- 
senting one whole word. The difficulty and inconvenience 
of the ideographic language need hardly be stated here. 
From the earliest age possible, our children are compelled to 
spend their time in enabling themselves to associate with each 
Chinese character its proper meaning. Oh, what a tedious 
and discouraging work it is! JI sometimes hear that 
American children are troubled with the irregularity in the 
spelling of English words. But, if they be once informed 
of the labour of Japanese children in struggling with the 
horrible literature of the Middle Kingdom, they will not, I 
think, complain any more of the difficulty of their spelling 
lesson. Such being the case, comparatively few of our 
countrymen can get a thorough education in our (or rather 
Chinese) literature. Hence, the distribution of knowledge 
among the people cannot but be limited. Considering this 
state of things to be a great drawback in the progress of our 
country, some people in Tokio established last year a society 
called ‘ Kana-no-Kai,’ whose object is to expel the Chinese 
characters entirely from our literary world, and substitute 
them by our own alphabet. The society issues, three times 
a month, a journal, in which everything is written with the 
Japanese letters. This journal is read and understood with- 
out difficulty by almost any of our countrymen, inasmuch as 
our alphabet consists of only forty-seven letters, and, more- 
over, our spelling is perfectly phonetic. The presidency of 
the ‘ Kana-no-Kai’ was offered to Prince Arisugawa, a 
nephew of the Emperor, and was accepted. The society has 
been so far a success, the members being now counted by 
thousands. There is another society, established only a few 
months ago, which is named ‘Romaji Kai’ (or ‘ Roman 
Letter Society.’) The object of this society is also to abolish 
the Chinese characters: but, instead of replacing them by 
our own alphabet, it proposes to adopt the Roman letters, 
The chief organizers of this society are professors of the 
Tokio University. Since all Japanese sounds can be ex- 
pressed by the Roman letters, and since anybody can be 
taught to understand the Roman letters in two or three 
months, the object of the society is far from being Utopian. 
Besides, as our intercourse with foreign nations becomes 
more and more intimate, it is very desirable that the majority 
of our countrymen should be able to understand the Western 
languages. The adoption of the Roman letters in our daily 
writing will be of great service for that purpose. At all 
events, the appearance of these societies almost at the same 
time clearly shows the fact that the Chinese ideography has 
had its day, at least in Japan; that it is inconsistent with 
the necessities of modern civilization: and that, in spite 
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of the desperate support which it receives from old customs 
and traditions, the time has come for its permanent departure 
from our literature.— Yours truly, S. FukKuzAWA (a Japanese).

ASA GRAY.—On the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of the birthday of Dr. Asa Gray, the veteran 
American botanist, he was presented by his fellow workers in 
the science with a silver vase beautifully decorated with 
engravings of American plants. 


A GAUNTLET.—This is the English title of a play in three 
acts by the celebrated and popular Norwegian Novelist, 
Bjornstjerne Bjornson. The scene of the play, which is a 
domestic drama, is laid in Christiania, the Norwegian Metro- 
polis. The translation, which is authorized, is by Mrs. H. L. 
Brakstad. Mr. Samuel French, of the Strand, is the 
publisher, and permission to perform the piece must be 
obtained from him, 


THE GREAT WRITERS OF FRANCE.—M. Henri Truan 
has published with M. Paul Monnerat, of Paris, an excellent 
and unique anthology of the great French writers from the 
earliest ages of French literature to the nineteenth century. 
The first volume, which is before us, contains the writers, 
chiefly prose, of the seventeenth, eighteenth, and nineteenth 
centuries. The second volume will appear shortly. The title’ 
of the work is “‘ Les Grands Ecrivains Francais; Nouvelles 
Lectures Commentées en Frangais et en Langues Htrangeéres 
Allemand, Anglais, etc.” The great advantage attached to 
M. Truan’s work is that it is suitable for French, German, and 
English students, and it is decidedly the best and most com- 
prehensive anthology of French literature that has yet 
appeared. 


POE’S RAVEN.—Mr. John H. Ingram has edited a literary 
and historical edition of Edgar Allan Poe’s world-renowned 
poem of the “Raven” (published by Mr. George Redway, 
York Street, Covent Garden). Very few poems in the Eng- 
lish language have attained the celebrity, perhaps popularity 
is scarcely the word to use, of this strange, weird, product 
of the genius of Hdgar Poe. The idea out of which the 
‘‘Raven’’ was evolved was like the seed of a plant: the 
poem was not a sudden inspiration which sprang perfect and 
complete into being like the goddess on whose bust the Raven 
sat; it was gradually built up, and this fact makes Mr. 
Ingram’s edition the more interesting, as it is a variorum 
edition, and he gives what he calls the ‘‘ Genesis of the Poem.” 
It also contains the translations which have appeared in 
German, French, Hungarian, and Latin, the fabrications, the 
parodies, a bibliography, and an index. 


COPYRIGHT CONFERENCE AT BERNE.—Mr. F. R. 
Daldy writes to the Atheneum as follows :—‘‘ After considering 
the proceedings of its previous meetings, the Convention 
adopted a definitive scheme for an ‘international union’ for 
guarding the rights of literary, musical, dramatic, and 
artistic property, which now only awaits the sanction of the 
countries represented and the adherence of any other countries 
who might like to join it. France, Germany, England, Italy, 
Spain, Holland, Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, the United 
States, the Argentine Republic, Hayti, Honduras, Paraguay 
and Tunis, were officially represented. The Conference 
determined to give to the literature and art of all countries 
adhering to the union complete protection in each country 
during the existence of copyright in the country of origin or 
in the country in which a copyright is invaded, whichever is 
the shorter period. Also to give an author the exclusive 
right to translate, or authorize a translation of, his works for 
ten years, instead of one year, as provided by most inter- 
national treaties. Also, to treat a translation as an original 
work. Also, to give the author of a work of fiction the 
exclusive right to dramatize it, subject to the internal copy- 
right laws of the country of origin of the work and the 
country of the dramatized plot. ‘The minister of the United 
States was not authorized to take any part in the discussions, 
but he laid before the Convention an official assurance that 
his country accepted the principle that all literature should 
receive the same protection, whether produced by its own 
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subjects or the subjects of other nations; adding that, 
although the question was surrounded by difficulties, they 
ought to yield to some international general arrangement, 
which should be equitable and simple.” 


A SUMMER'S RAMBLE IN THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS.— 
Messrs. R. R. Donnelley & Sons, of Chicago (London, 
Triibner & Co.), under the title of ‘The Crest of the Con- 
tinent,” have published a Summer Ramble in the Rocky 
Mountains and Beyond, by Ernest Ingersoll. This book is 
one of those elegant illustrated books of travel on the 
American Continent which have of late years gained the 
Americans such a reputation for fine art printing. This 
volume exceeds anything that has been published previously 
in the same style, size for price, and is certainly equal in the 
illustrations, if not superior, to anything that has been issued 
before it, which is saying a great deal with such books as the 
** Picturesque B. and O. Railway” in our remembrance: that 
book was, however, the advertisement of a railway company, 
whilst “The Crest of the Continent” is the outcome of a 
private tour. 


EDMUND QUINCY’S STORIES.—Megsrs. Ticknor & Co., 
of Boston, Mass. have published a volume of stories by 
Edmund Quincy, edited by his son Edmund. These seven 
stories, entitled “An Octogenarian,” ‘* The HauntedAdjutant,” 
** Lewis Herbert,” ‘‘Two Nights in San Domingo,” ‘* Phoebe 
Mellory,” ‘Old Houses,” and ‘* Dinah Rollins,” are thoroughly 
good reading for lovers of fiction. Mr. Quincy was an 
entertaining writer, and his disapproval of slavery is reflected 
in these stories, in some of which the noble qualities of the 
coloured race are depicted. 


RATIONAL COMMUNISM.—The Truth-Seeker Company 
of New York have issued a remarkable work entitled ‘ Rational 
Communism ; the Present and the Future Republic of North 
America. Bya Capitalist.” This book is an essay on the 
social and political institutions of the United States, pointing 
out where their defects are, and how they can be remedied ; 
it is presented to the reader in the form of a dream. 


AN AMERICAN EDITION OF BYRON’S CHILDE HAROLD. 
—To Messrs. Ticknor & Co., of Boston, Mass., belongs the 
credit of having issued the best edition that has appeared of 
Lord Byron’s Childe Harold’s Pilgrimage. It is a work 
intended for the present holiday season. The illustrations— 
which are exquisite specimens of art by the best American 
artists—were drawn and engraved under the supervision of 
Mr, A. V. 8S. Anthony. Messrs. Chatto & Windus, of 
oe ri have the English market of this elegant Christmas 

ook. 

THE HOUSE OF TICKNOR, OF BOSTON, MASS.—Mr. 
Barry Lyndon, in the September Number of ‘The Bay 
State Monthly,” a very creditable illustrated Massachusetts 
magazine, now in its third volume, gives an historical notice 
of the world-renowned publishing house of Ticknor & Co., 
which dates back to 1832, and is so closely connected with 
the growth of New England literature. The article contains 
an excellent portrait of Mr. W. D. Ticknor, the founder of 
the house, the confrere and friend of Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
and also views of the ‘‘Old Corner Store,” as it is called, 
which was built after the fire of 1711, and in which Mr. W. 
D. Ticknor commenced business, and also of 124, Tremont 
Street, where the firm removed in 1867. At no time has the 
house of Ticknor been without a Ticknor amongst the members 
of its firm, though the name disappeared for a season from 
its imprints. ‘he present partners, Benjamin H. and Thos. 
B. Ticknor, who are associated with Mr. Geo. F. Godfrey, of 
Bangor, Maine, have restored the old name, which let us hope 
will appear on the title-pages of many good books now and 
for years to come. 


THE RIVERSIDE PRESS CALENDARS.—Messrs, Houghton 
Mifflin, & Co.’snew calendars for 1886 are called the “ Whitney’ 
and the ** Lowell,” the quotations on each day being selected 
from the works of Mr. James Russell Lowell, the late 
U.S. Minister to the Court of St. James, and from those 
of Mrs. A. D. T. Whitney, the popular novelist. The Lowell 
Calendar has an excellent portrait of the poet and a view of 
Elmwood, his house in Cambridge. The Whitney Calendar 
is printed in goldand light tints. The design is emblematical 
of the four seasons, which are symbolized by figures of little 
girls dressed in ‘‘ Kate Greenaway ”’ style, bearing a garland 
of Spring and Summer flowers, Autumn fruits and Winter 
holly. The colour-printing is excellent, and shows a marked 
advance over recent work of this kind. The popular Holmes, 
Emerson, Longfellow, and Whittier Calendars are re-issued 
this year, their selections being newly arranged. All these 
Calendars measure nine by twelve inches, and are sold at the 


uniform price of one dollar. It seems as if, wherever they 
go, they must have an educating influence, artistically, as 
well as in a literary sense. 


JANET’S ELEMENTS OF MORALS.—Messrs. A. S. Barnes 
and Co., of New York, have issued an English edition of M. 
Paul Janet’s Elements of Morals, translated by Mrs. C. R. 
Corson. A reviewer in the British Quarterly Review says, in 
reviewing his ‘‘ Theory of Morals,” “The author of this work 
takes the position of a religious moralist ; he cannot conceive 
morals without religion; he holds with Kant that practical 
faith in the existence of God is the postulate of moral law. 
The two things exist or fall together.” The present work on 
the “ Elements of Morals ” is intended for the use of students, 
and for examinations. M. Janet is a member of the Institute 
of the Academy of Moral and Political Sciences of France, 
where he is considered an authority on such matters. The 
work is written with great care and perspicuity, and seems 
well adapted for use as a text-book on the subject of 
Morals. 


WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY.— By the Catalogue and 
Courses of Study of the Washington University (St. Louis, Mo.) 
1884-5 we find that this University is free to all denominations. 
The eighth article of the Constitution reads, ‘‘ No instruction, 
either sectarian in religion, or partizan in politics, shall be 
allowed in any department of the University; and no sec- 
tarian or partizan test shall be used in the election of pro- 
fessors, teachers, or other officers of the University ; nor 
shall any such test ever be used in the University for any 
purpose whatever,” and by an Act of Amendment, Feb. 12, 
1857, Sec. 2, “No instruction, either sectarian in religion or 
partizan in politics, shall be allowed in any department of 
the said University, ete., etc.” 


AMERICAN LANGUAGES.—Dr. Daniel G. Brinton, A.M., 
M.D., has issued a brochure on Polysynthesis and Incorpora= 
tion as characteristic of American Languages. The con- 
clusions he arrives at are as follows:—l. The structural pro- 
cesses of Incorporation and Polysynthesis are much more 
influential elements in the morphology of language than has 
been conceded by some recent writers. 2. They are clearly 
apparent in a number of American languages, where their 
presence has been heretofore denied. 8. Although so long as 
we are without the means of examining all American tongues, 
it will be premature to assert that these processes prevail in 
all, nevertheless it is safe to say that their absence has not 
been demonstrated in any of which we have sufficient and 
authentic material on which to base a decision. 4. The 
opinion of Duponceau and Humboldt, therefore, that these 
processes belong to the ground-plan of American languages, 
and are their leading characteristics, must be regarded as still 
uncontroverted in any instance. 


CURRENCY OF THE U.S.—By the Report of the Hon. H. 
W. Cannon, the Comptroller of the Currency for 1884, we 
find that during the year ending Nov. 1, one hundred and 
ninety-one banks have been organized, with an aggregate 
capital of $16,042,230, and circulating notes have been issued 
to them amounting to $3,866,230. At the end of December, 
1882, the total number of banks and bankers in the U.S.A. 
was 7488, with a total capital of $717,318,822, and their total 
deposits amounted to $2,902,522,245. 


REPORTS OF THE CONSULS OF THE UNITED STATES. 
—We have before us numbers fifty-five and fifty-seven of these 
useful reports (fifty-six has not yet reached us). The first- 
named for August contains amongst other articles an interest- 
ing account of the Congo country from Vivi and around 
Stanley Pool, being the second report by N. P. Tisdel, the 
United States Agent of the Congo Association. The second 
mentioned contains a report from Consul-General Gibbs, of 
Bolivia, on the Coca plant of that country its best varieties, 
and the manner of gathering the leaves and preparing them 
for export. It is impossible to enumerate all the useful 
information these reports contain, but each has an index for 
reference purposes. 


INITIALS AND PSEUDONYMS.—A DIcTIONARY OF 
LirERARY DuiscuisEs.—The best work on Initials and 
Pseudonyms is undoubtedly the one just issued under the above 
title by Messrs. Thos. Y. Crowell and Co., of New York City. 
This valuable dictionary has been prepared with great care 
and labour by the Rev. William Cushing, of Cambridge, Mass. 
(the successful compiler of Indexes to The North American Review 
and The Christian Examiner), who was for some years an assist- 
ant in the Harvard University Library, and who, in the prepa- 
ration of this volume, has had access to its vast resources. In 
passing this work through the press, especial care has been 
used in the preparation of copy, and in proof-reading, to 
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secure accuracy in the text. The work consists of two 
parts :—First, an Index of about 12,000 Initials and 
Pseudonyms, alphabetically arranged. Second, about 6,500 
real names of authors, answering to the Pseudonyms, with 
brief notices—date of writer’s birth and death, etc. Mr. 
Albert R. Frey, of the Astor Library, New York, has hada 
similar work in preparation for several years, and has added 
his material to that of Mr. Cushing; so that the public will 
have the benefit of the labours of both these gentlemen, thus 
insuring greater accuracy and completeness than if prepared 
by one individual. It is due to Mr. Cushing, however, to 
state that the editing of the volume has been performed 
entirely by him. The work makesa thick royal octavo volume, 
and is substantially bound and printed on good paper.

BIRCH.—Dr. Samuel Birch, D.C.L., LL.D., F.S.A., etc., 
Keeper of the Oriental Antiquities in the British Museum, 
died on Sunday, the 27th of December, at his residence, 
64, Caversham Road, having just completed his 72nd year.

MEDHURST.—On going to press the news reaches us of the 
death of Sir Walter Medhurst, of the Consular Service, in 
China, which we regret to say took place at Torquay, on the 
26th of December. We hope to speak more fully of him in 
our next issue. 


PHAYRE.—We much regret having to record the 
death of the distinguished Indian officer Lieutenant- 
General Sir Arthur Purves Phayre, G.C.M.G., K.C.S.L., 
C.B., just as the remaining portion of Burmah, a country 
with which his name is so closely connected, has been added to 
the Indian Empire. Twenty years have elapsed since Sir 
John Kay wrote of him: ‘“ Phayre is entitled to a place in the 
very foremost rank of those English administrators who have 
striven to make our rule a blessing to the people of India, 
and have not failed in the attempt.” General Phayre was 
staying at Bray, near Dublin, and was found dead in his bed 
at his lodgings on Tuesday morning, the 15th of December. He 


was the eldest son of the late Mr. Richard Phayre, H.H.I.C,S., 
by Maria, daughter of the late Mr. James Ridgway, of 
Piccadilly. He was born in 1812—73 years 2g0, and received his 
first commission as Ensign in the 7th Bengal Native Infantry 
in August, 1828, and after seven years service, in 1835, was 
promoted to a lieutenancy. In 1854, after 26 years service, 
he was made a major, and in February, i861, was appointed . 
to the Bengal Staff Corps. General (then Major) Phayre 
first showed his talent as an administrator in the Aracan— 
a province taken from Burmah in the first war. Here 
he attained a proficiency in the Burmese language, and 
when a Governor was wanted for the provinces taken in the 
second Burmese war of 1853, Lord Dalhousie could find no 
one better suited to the post of British Commissioner than 
Major Phayre. Three times Sir Arthur Phayre went on 
missions to the King of Burmah, and his administration in 
British Burmah showed his capacity for dealing with the 
Burmese, amongst whom he made Hnglish rule popular. 
In 1874 he was appointed by Lord Carnarvon to the Governor- 
ship of the Mauritius, which post he held till 1878, when he 
retired from official life. The following works were from his
